We are currently taking 
enrolments for all children 
and students coming into 
kindergarten in 2012. 
Delungra Public School has a 
lot to offer your child both in 
the classroom and out.

Our school is local and 
operates from 9.20am to 
3.15pm. A bus is available to 
most students and leaves 
immediately after school is 
finished with no long trips. 
This means that there is no 
long period of time where 
your child will not be 
completely supervised. Our 
staff have a great knowledge 
of every child that attends this 
school and their relevant 
needs. This allows us to 
specifically cater for your 
child's learning and 

wellbeing. 

Our Numeracy and Literacy 
programs are in line with the 
NSW syllabi and follow the 
NSW Quality Teaching 
Framework. Each term we 
employ professional 

instructors to teach your child 
specific sports and arts. For 
example Golf, AFL, Soccer. 
Touch. Music and our most 
recent Dance. Our students 
have access to many 
government funded schemes 
such as the Country Areas 
Program (CAP). This allows 
all of our students to 
participate in excursions and 
technology camps that are not 
provided to many larger 
schools. 

Our school offers smaller 
class sizes as we are part of 
the government initiative, 
National Partnerships. This 
has been a major 
improvement for our school 
as we are able to provide a lot 
of individual attention for 
every student. Some students 



require extra learning 
assistance while others need 
extension programs to further 
their education. 
Our playground is a very safe 
and caring environment where 
bullying is not tolerated. 
Students have access to a play 
gym, all sporting gear and a 
tennis/basketball court. Our 
students all play together 
from Kindi to Year 6 and are 
heavily supervised to ensure 
that students have a teacher to 
approach at all times if they 
are feeling upset or have a 
question. It is a very nice 
place for your child to have a 
break from class. 
We would really encourage 
you to approach us for a visit 
as we are more than happy to 
discuss our programs and 
classrooms with you. Come 
and see our classes and 
playground for yourself and 
see if our school is a great 
choice for your child.
